Eleven Persons Driv Driven tom Theis 

Feb. 8.—Bleven persons 
were driven from their beds by fire in the 
Royal Hotel on Adams street, at 5 o'clock 
this. morning. All of them narrowly es- 
caped death and all of them suffered in- 
tenzely from the cold. The Royal Hotel is 


a ‘four-story brick building. The fire was 


discovered by Mrs. Brown, the house- 
kéeper. She was awakened by the sound 
of breaking glass and found her room full 
of smoke and, opening her door, saw the 
room beyond in flames. She immediately 
aroused the other occupants of.the hotel 
and all rushed to escape, not stopping for 
clothes of any other possessions. 

Only one narrow stairway led from the 
hotel to the street.

A Father Arrested 1 for the Murder of 
His Son. 

BATTLE CREEK (Mich.,) Feb. 8.—A 
series of sensational developments in the 
case of George H. Arnold, who disap- 
peared from home December 16 and whose 
body was found in the river last Friday, 
culmimated late last night when § his 
father, Adam C. Arnold, a pioneer of this 
city and worth $160,000, was arrested for 
his murder. 

It is said the father and son had had 
frequent’ quarrels, and on the night the 
son disappeared they had à personal en- 
counter.

These answers were 
given to a direct question as to what 
point, in the minds of those interrogated, 
the road should be started from, all 
things considered: 

G. H. Umbsen. I can see only one 
proper terminus for the competing road, 
and that is San Francisco. I am also in 
favor of having the road go through San 
Jose and thence into the San Joaquin Val- 
ley. 

Claus Spreckels. It will depend entirely 
on circumstances where we make the ter- 
minus, and I do not care to express an 
opinion at the present moment. We shall 
make diligent inquiries as to-the feasibil- 
ity of the different routes, and as to the 
advantages offered us by the people along 
the routes, and these points may have 
sqme bearing on the terminus matter. 

John Rosenfeld. If San Francisco puts 
up the bulk of the money it should have 
the .preference. 

3 Upham. I think you can safely 
say that the terminus of the new railroad 
will be in San Francisco. There are two 
considerations which will enter into our 
calculations. The first is what induce- 
ments may be offered by the various towns 
on the routes which have been proposed; 
second. is the adaptability of the country 
through which we will have to pass. We 
shall not go around Robin Hood’s bara 
in either case, but I am confident that 
San Francisco will be the . port of 
our trains.

Another Schooner Said to be in the 
Serape. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 8. — 
Dispatch.) Hawaiian Consul Winder has 
gathered evidence which goes far to show 
that another vessel was engaged with the 
Wahlburg im carrying arms to Hawaii. 
This is the sealing schoner J. Eppinger, 
Capt. White, which cleared from here De- 
cember 23 for a sealing cruise. She is 
owned by Thompson Colby & Co., who 
claim they knew nothing about any illicit 
business. The vessel left very suddenly 
and was towed far out by the tug, though 
it is usual for such vessels to drop the tug 
just below the heads. 

The captain said be had orders to cruise 
for one month along this coast for seals, 
yet he sailed direct for Honolulu. He 
touched at Honolulu for water, but could 
not get it and then learning he was sus- 
pected, left for Kauai. It is thought he 
landed arms chere. 

“Eppinger could easily have smuggle 
arms out of this port,” said a gentleman 
connected with the sealing business. “A 
sealing schooner is just the kind of ves- 
sel to engage in smuggling. When a 
sealer leaves port she does not clear for 
any other port, her articles merely call- 
ing for a fishing and hunting cruise. With 
those articles she can go into any port 
in the world ard clear again without 
question.

GENERAL BUSINESS TOPICS. 

In Southern California the question of 
weather is. essentially business c ne. 
There can de no doubt about this when 
a drop of a couple of degrees in the ther- 
mometer may cost this section several mil- 
lions of dollars, if it happens at a certain 
time. Hence the question of temperature 
is a most important one and is given much 
attention by a gcod many amateur cb- 
servers, as well as by the official govern- 
ment expert, who is stationed here. For 
years past there has been a considerable 
amount of friction between outside ob- 
servers and some of the general public 
on the one hand and the local Weather 
Bureau on the other, the question always 
turning on the records of low temperature 
and the location of thermcmeters.. That 
| of the Weather Bureau is located on the 
roof of a high building on ring street 
in the center of the city, while those of 
most of our amateur cbservers are placed | 
nearer the ground. It is naturally to be 
supposed that the government department, 
which makes a specialty of keeping track 
of the weather, should know what it is 


request of The Times Mr. Fraüklin, the 
local weather observer, has furnished the 


location of thermometefs : 
„That feature of thermometer expcéure 
which most affects the extremes of tem- 


reau, is the altitude of the thermometer 
shelter, and that, too, not only above the 
roof of the building and above the ground 
at its base, but especially in its relation 
to the topography of the ground for sev- 
eral miles around the station. As the 
Weather Bureau thermometers are estab- 
lished at an elevation of ten to fifteen feet 
above the roofs of high buildings, or, fail- 
ing these, fifteen feet above some elevated 
ground, and are, therefore, exposed to any 
breeze that may blow, therefore the maxima 
or midday temperatures are not often so 
largely affected by the height above the 
ground as are the minima or nocturnal 
readings. During calms, and especially 
during calm nights, the cold air settles in 
the lowlands and flows down river valleys 
and ravines as fast as fresh, cool air can 
be supplied from above, Thermometers 
stationed on high buildings are often en- 
tirely above the layer of cold air near the 
ground beneath them, and similarly with 
the thermometer in low valleys, as com- 
pared with those on bluffs and hills near 
by. Consequently minimum temperatures, 
as reported by regular Weather Bureau sta- 
tions, which are always elevated as much 
as possible above the surrounding region, 
are appreciably higher than those reported 
from voluntary stations in the neighbor- 
hood, since the latter are almost invar- 
fably near the ground. No correction has 
been made for this source of discrepancy; 
the very object of exposure at such alti- 
tudes above the ground as are adopted by 
the Weather Bureau, ia to obtain an ap- 
proximation to the average temperature of 
a large mass of air flowing by the station 
and forming an integral part.of the circu- 
lation around areas of high and low pres- 
eure. The temperatures thus observed are 
especially adapted to the needs of dynamic 
meteorology, whereas those observed by 
thermometers neover the earth’s surface 
are appropriate to the study of climate in

_ Yet ‘such scenes as this exist at 
many a point in this free land of ours, 
for Want never stalked abroad 80 mer 
cilessly through the length and breadth 
of the land as it is doing now, and 
suffering was never so general as at 
the present time. There are many 
causes for this, among which, in some 
portions of the West, is the long-con- 
tinued drought. which for two succes- 
sive years prevented the maturing of 
crops, thus crippling the farmers and 
leaving them without means to pur- 

chase t necessaries of life. 

Per contra, we hear a statement, 
coming from a source entitled to some 
consideration, that the reported dis- 
tress in Nebraska has been exagger- 
ated; in fact, in the very section 
of the State where the suffering has 
been N to do most severe, 
supplies of food are more abundant. 
than théy are in some portions of the 
country which have been called upon 
for help. Much distress in other quar-

support of themselves and their little 
ones. But another and very apparent |

When the laboring man is content to 
bo his own master and to do his own 
thinking independent of a “leader,” he 
will find that it will be money in his 
pocket, and that his home will not be 
so often darkened by the specter of poy- 
erty and want. The poor man in Cali- 
fornia with a family dependent upon 
him may well be thankful that be has 
not that bitter enemy of the poor, freez- 
ing cold, to contend with. He will not 
be likely to see his little ones freeze 
to death, though they may not be 
wholly comfortable without fire, save 


when the sun shines and the early 


hours of the morning have passed, but 
if in health they will not perish, or 
suffer ordinarily, even from frost bites. 
This State is essentially the home of 
the poor man, and if he be willing to 
work, life here has fewer drawbacks 
for him than elsewhere.

Contrary to expectation © and semi- 
official pre: announcement, the amount 
of the loan is 862,000,000, instead of 
100,000 000 or mord The law of 
1870, under which the issue is made, 
provides for bonds payable in coin. 
Mr. Cleveland points out in his mes- 
sage that the syndicate from which 
the money is to be borrowed is will- 
ing to pags a premium on the coin 
bonds amounting to a saving of, one- 
fourth of 1 per cent. in the interest, 
making the rate 3% per cent.; While, 
if Congress will within ten days au- 
thorize the issue of bonds specifically. 
payable: in gold, the syndicate is 
ing to ‘accept them at an even 3 per 
cent. The right has therefore been re- 
served by the government, in the ne- 
tion, to substitute gold bonds: 
or coln bonds, should Congress make 
the: necessary authorization within ten 
days. 

The saving of three-fourths of 1 ber 
cent, on the total iasne, as Mr. Cleye- 
lend points out, would amount to 
5539, 159 annually, or a total of 516, 
174,770 in thirty years, the life of the 


bonds in the financial market. There 
is no doubt that the coin bonds will 
be paid in gold, for such has always 
been the policy of the government. 
They are issued for gold, and are to 
be paid for in gold. It would mani- 
festly be dishonorable for the govern- 
ment to redeem them in any metal 
worth intrinsically less than the metal 
received as their purchase price. 
Congress is now confronted by a 
“predicament” scarcely less embar- 
russiug than that which faces the ad- 
ministration. Will it authorize the 
gold bonds, and thus save the nation 
over $16,000,000 in interest, or will it 
refuse to take the necessary ‘action? 
The latter alternative ‘is the most 
probable. So hopelessly is each bouse 


divided against itself, and so strong 


is the silver sentiment in both houses, 
that the ten days are likely to pass 
without any legislation in the line 
suggested. The silver men will prob- 
ably regard the situation which has 
been forced upon them as an attempt 
to coerce them into a recognition of 
the gold standard, and are likely to 
resent it with more than their usual 
acrimony. It is quite safe to assume 
that the $16,000,000 extra will have 
to be paid as the price at... Congtee 
sional indecision. 

It is a matter for some surprise that 
the loan was placed at so low a figure 
as $62,000,000. The amount realized 
(about $65,000,000) will bring the gold 
reserve up to somewhat more than 
$100,000,000.

The 
manufacturers of electric machinery have 
valuable patents which have only a certain 
time to run and they are naturally anxious 
ito sell as many of the mchines as possible 
before the patents run out. In this way 
encouragement is given to promoters to 
work up street railway enterprises where 
there is little chance that they can pos- 


sibly pay for many years to come. In Loss 


Angeles tthe population is spread over a 
very large area of territory. It would be 
a good idea to settle up the intervening 
sections as much as possible rather than 
to push out further into the country. In

Crops and Markets. 

The chief topic of conversation in the 
produce market during the past week has 
been the outlook for oranges, which was 
never brighter than it is at present. Fol- 
lowing the severe freeze in Florida comes 
the announcement that a large proportion 
of the Valencia crop has been frozen, 
thus removing from the market the only 
serious competitors with which California 
has had to deal. 

The California crop this year is excel- 
lent, not only in quantity but in quality. 
Riverside alone expects to take in over 
$1,000,000 to $1,500,000, which should bring 
the growers not less than $350,000., Per- 
sons who have recently come from Florida 
say that it is not likely that State will 
again become an important field for in- 


vestment in citrus culture. Growers were 


only just recovering from the freeze of 
1886, which was almost as great in inten- 
sity as the last freeze, but not of such 
duration, tnis last one continuing two 
days. Hence they reason that as history 
has repeated itself in nine years in Florida 
orange-growing, it is a fair presumption 
that it will do it again, and as a business 
proposition # is unsafe to venture further. 
Reports continue to be received of high 
prices that are received for orange crops. 
Some of these, as already mentioned in 
The Times, are specially noteworthy from 
the fact that the trees are still quite 
young. Thus the owner of a ten acre five- 
year-old orange grove in East Riverside 
has declined an offer of $2000 for this 
year’s crop, and an offer of $11,000 for the

: The Nursery Business. 

In the whole United States there are 
4510 nurseries, occupying 172,806 acres 
of land, with $52,425,669 invested, and em- 
ploying 45,657 men, 2279 women, and 
14,200 animals. While California has 
but less than 2 per cent. of the 
population of the United States, che 
has nearly 6% per cent. of the land 
devoted to nursery stock, and over 9% 
per cent. of the capital invested in the 
_ business. From the immense acreage de- 
voted to nursery stock, multiplied by the 
production (in most cases of more than 
10,000 plants per acre,) it would seem that 
the business must certainly be overdone. 
Those who have investigated this prob- 
lem have satisfied themselves that nearly 
half are lost by damage in removal, tran- 
sit. careless handling, and ignorant plant- 
ing. Further neglect of various kinds

Fertilizing with Stones. 

So many new ideas have been advanced 
nowadays in every department of human 
activity that it is difficult to surprise the 
public, no matter how original and start- 
ling the theory may be. The latest propo- 
sition in regard to fertilizing the soil, 
which comes from a German chemist 
named Hensel will, however, give rise to 
a thrill of surprise among our old-time 
farmers, as well as among many who keep 
themselves thoroughly posted in regard to 
modern developments. Hensel has startled 
the European farmers by the bold claim 
that stone meal (natural rocks ground to 
minute fineness) is superior to all other 
substances as a fertilizer, and he even 
attacks the use of manure and fertilizérs 
as being the source of nearly all 
diseases among the human family, as 
well as among animals. Although his 
theory is not accepted by many, and is yet 
to be given greater tests, it is not out of 
place to present his views for the informa- 
tion of those whe may be interested. It 
may be stated also that he has succeeded 
in attracting the attention of the leading 
ot Germany to 
his theory, and tests have also eorrobor- 
ated his claims, stone meal having given 
better results than manure or artificial 
fertilizers. 

A writer in the Philadelphia Record 
gives the following particulars in regard 
to Hensel's theory, which, if well founded, 
is destined to revolutionize present meth- 
ods of fertilization: | 
„Hensel claims, as is well known, that 
the disintegrated primary rocks contain 
more or less of potash, soda, lime, mag- 
nesia, iron, phosphoric acid, sulphuric 
acid, chlorine, fluorine, silica and alumia 
and that our soils are composed of such, 
the earthly material from the primary 
rocks, associated with gypsum and lime, 
in combination with water and the at- 
mosphere, under the influence of the 
warmth and light of the sun, producing 
the plants which nourish man and beast. 
He states that the ashes of plants show 
about as much potash and as lime 
and magnesia, and that potash and soda 
are not only interchangeable, but may 
also be replaced in most plants to a con- 
siderable extent by lime and magnesia, 
which new theory he proves by witnesses 
who have tested for the purpose of demon- 
strating it as a fact. He also asserts that 
hydro-carbons, through the adjunction of 
earth and ammonia, become albumen, and 
that albumen easily undergoes a change 
into fat, as may be seen in cheese and as 
the meat of the ham passes into fat. 

“It may be a further surprise to be in- 
formed that t is unnecessary to apply ni- 
trogen in any form to the soil, but Hensel 
asserts that nitrogen in the form of car- 
bonate is injurious to plants, and is un- 
necessary in the soil if the soil contains a 
sufficiency of fixed basic substances (alka- 
lies and alkaline earths,) as plants will 
easily procure the needed nitrogen from 
the atmosphere. He refutes the supposi- 
tion that stone meal is not soluble, by re- 
ferring to the use of silica by plants, 
which is one of the most insoluble sub-

petition in the open market, although 
skilled orchardists often bring 90 per cent. 
of their planting into full bearing. Again, 
it is impossible to forsee the demands of 
the trade, and quite a percentage of stock 
generally remains on hand unsold, even 
under the best management. Rather more 
than half the whole number are local 
nurseries, where a general assortment of 
stock likely to be wanted in the immedi- 
ate vicinity is produced, and customers 
vist the grounds and make their own 
selections. Another class depend on mail 
orders through advertisements, and gen- 
erally make a specialty of small plants 
easily sent by mail. Still others con- 
fine themselves to the wholesale trade, 
and that of large planters. A fourth class 
make a specialty of the retail trade 
through egents. These canvass the ter- 
vor that they work thoroughly, and 
induce bundrers to plant who would never 
have taken the trouble to visit or write 
t©.@ nureery. Some of these work on 
salary, some on commission, and some buy 
and sell or their own account. 

The nurseryman should not only have 
aa expert knowledge of propagation and 
gale of trees, but should be competent 
to advise regarding their planting, and 
above all others should possess a char- 


eier for integrity above suspicion. A lo- 


cation should be chosen where there is 
rich soil, easily cultivated, well drained, 
and which cam readily be kept in proper 
condition cf moisture. It should be near 
a town. where it will be easy to secure 
edditional help when needed, and con- 
venient to a shipping station. Towns

Desert Raisins. 

A. C. Glover, whose horticultura! enter- 
prise on the Mojave Desert at Hesperia 
was mentioned recently, writes to The 
Times that the seedless raisins which he 


eure are muscats, being the small grapes 


that grow near the end of the bunch. 
When the raisins are stemmed and graded 
they get about one-tenth of such seedless 
grapes, which are considered better for 
cooking than the larger and sweeter ones 
with seeds. 

Mr. Glover writes that a large amount 


plants, yet there is no plant food which is

“It is claimed by Hensel that if farm- 
ers, instead of removing their stones and 
rocks, will grind them to impalpable pow- 
der, by heating the rocks and then break- 
ing them so as to easily grind them, and 
will apply from 500 to 1000 pounds acre 
(or more,) thus adding to the original soil, 
the crops will be more abundant and of 
better quality than when fertilizers are 
used, while the cost will be much less. As 
these substances are plentiful they are 
within the reach of all. He admits that 
farmers will receive his theory (which, 
however, he claims is not a theory, but a 
fact) with doubt, but he calls upon them 
to test it for themselves on a small plat 
by the side of manured land, or. on land 
to which fertilizers have been applied, and 
satisfy themselves without cost or with 
but little expense. The views of Hensel 
cannot be given fully in a limited space, 
but the above is presented for the consid- 
eration of those interested.“ ‘ia 

It is, perhaps, some confirmation of this 
theory that the foothill soils of some sec- 
tions of Southern California, which are 
composed almost entirely of disintegrated 
granite, are among the best soils that we 
have for the growth of fine orange trees, 
although the fafmer from the Eastern and 
Western States is apt to open his eyes in 
wonder upon first being shown this soil, 
and cannot easily be persuaded to believe 
that it will grow anything. 

It rocks are all that is needed to fertilize 
the soil there should be no trouble about 
keeping the soil of Southern California in 
good condition, as there is no lack of that 
material here. The foothill farmer who has 
to spend a year or two in clearing the 
granite boulders off his land will be able 
to crush them up and use them for fer- 
tilizers. Certainly Mr. Hensel’s theory is 
a very startling one, and the world of ag- 
riculture will await further particulars 
with much interest. | 


Mandioca, Tapioca, Cassava.

of Linnaeus, the manioc or mandioc of 
many English and American writers, and 
the caseava of some, although there is a 
wide distinction between the one produo- 
ing the poisonous juice (to which one of 
your cor refers,) and the one 
which is ¢nocnous. In reality the casa va, 
more frequently alluded to as growing 
in the West Indies, is the “Manihot Aipim,”’ 

known in the Brazilian coast 
cities as aipim (the proper. Portuguese 
pronunciation of which is I-peeng.) This 
I suspect is the plant the Floridians have 
been planting. It is. destitute of all poi- 
sonous qualities, and is boiled or roasted, 
and is but Ittle inferior to the potato. In- 
deed, I have often thought it, when prop- 
erly prepared, as delicious as the large 
Italian chestnut. This aipim mandioca 
has the further advantage of maturing in 
eight months. It is a most excellent veg-

e. 

But very ditterent is the true man- 
dioca, or manioc, the Man- 
mot.“ which was traneplanted by 
the Portuguese from their great 
American colony, Brazil, to their Afri- 
can and Asiatic irland seacoast col- 
onies, and thence penetrated inland (like 
tobacco, Indian corn, and the potato from 
other parts of the western continent and 
have since become cosmopolitan.) Thus the 
two kinds of mano, or cassava, have 
become 


and etib-tropical climates. true 
mandioca, however, requires not only 
a tropical climate for any successful cul- 
tivation, but requires from twelve to eigh- 
teen months before it matures. 

Let me give your readers some account 
of the true mandioca, or manioc, or cas- 


Sava, which, in the tropics, is used for 


many purposes. One product from it is 
the tapioca of commerce—when that sub- 
stance is not adulterated, as it too often 
is by mt garg men making a bogus ar- 
ticle out of the potato. I will premise 
that the substance of the following state- 
ments 1 published in London and New 
York more than thirty years ago: 

The true mandioca plant is indigenous 
to Brazil, though found in the Guianas 
and in the Orinoco regions of Venezuela, 
whose flora and fanna are almost iden- 
tical with those of Brazil. The Brazilian 
Indians made great and various uses of 
the mandioca plant long before the dis- 
covery of America. Robert Southey, the 
English poet and historian, when writing 
his history of Brazil, investigated the 
origin and nature of this plant, and was 
struck with its adaptation for the susten- 
tation of life and for other qualities, and 
he exclaims with enthusiasm, “If Ceres 
deserved a place in the mythology of 
Greece, far more might the deification of 
that person have deen expected who in- 


structed his fellows in the use of the 


mandioc.”” And I may add that it is 
dificult to imagine how savages should 
have ever discovered that a wholesome 
food might be prepared from a poisonous 
roo 


t. 

The cultivation and the preparation of 
the plant by the Indians was crude, but 
effective and summary. The Indians cut 
down the forest trees with their flint 
hatchets,; and also by using fire on the 
larger trees; and then, when the trees, 
saplings and brush were dry the ground 
was cleared by a grand bonfire. The 
mandioca was planted between stumps. 
After more than a year the roots were 
dug up and were prepared for food and 
drink. The crude root will not keep 
three days, and the slightest moisture 
will spoil the flour, or as the Portuguese 
call it, the “‘farinha de mandioca.“ There 
were two modes among the Indians for 
preserving the mandioca plant for food. 
One mode was to slice the root under 
water, and then immediately dry it 
before a hot log fire. This heating pro- 
cess drove out the poison. When wanted 
for eating these fire-dried pieces were 
grated into a fine powder, which, beaten 
up with water became like the cream of 
almonds’ The other method in use by 
the aborigines was to macerate the fresh 
roots in water, leaving it there until it 
was nearly rotten, and then they hung 
it up to be smoke-dried. This smoke- 
dried substance, when needed for eating, 
was pounded in a mortar until a flour 
was produced of about the whiteness and 
fineness of white corn meal. It was then 
ready to be eaten. The above method, as 
it can easily be seen had reference to 
purging the poison by fire. In the Ama- 
zonian region I found still another mode 
of preparation by the Indians. It con- 
sisted in pressing the fresh material 
through a sieve’ and then immediately 
putting the pulp into an earthen vessel 
on the fire. It there granulated and was 
excellent, either hot or cold. I may say 
that the Indians and the negroes, as well 
as the lowest classes of the whites in 
Brazil, have a way of taking the dry 
mandioca meal between the tips of their 
fingers and pitching it into their mouths 
in a manner which no outsider can do 


until after months of practice. I have 


tried it again and again, and I have seen 
many others attempt it, dat the feat 
could not be performed, although darhies, 
Indians and all were -immenscly amused 
to see how deftly we powdered our faces. 
The taste of this mandioca meal ie like 
that of ground parched corn. 
SOMETHING TO DRINK NOT ix THE 
W. C. T. U. LINE. 
Before describing the modern mode of 
cultivating and preparing the mandioca 
root for commerce, I must tell of how the 
BraziNan Indians made a drink so fantais- 
tical and fuddling that I doubt if the 
most inveterate soaker in Los Angeles 
would try it when he knew the 
of preparing it. The roots of the man- 
aioc (I mean by that the true dioca— 
the Jatropha Manihot) were sliced, then 
boiled till they became soft, and were 
set aside in earthen jars to ccol. Then 
came the damsels of the forest to be liv- 
ing machinery for making mandioca rum. 
These young women—old women were | 
not allowed to be the machinery—chewed 
these slices, and the saliva, masticated 
mandioca and all were squirted and 
spurted into the vessel, which was then 
filled with a certain quantity of water 
and was once more boiled, being stirred 
all the time by the girls. When the 
licuid and chewell mandiova were (on- 
sidered sufficiently boiled the unstrained 
contents were. poured into earthen jars 
of great size (I have seen some as large 
as a barrel.) which were buried in the 
round up to the middle. The jars were 
closely stopped, and in the course 
of three days in that tropical climate a 
strong fermentation took place. The 
jans. an old superstition that 
if this delightful stuff were made by 
men it would be good for nothing. When 
the drinking day arrived, the women kin- 
died fires around these jars, and then 
ladeled out in balf gourds this hot stuff to 
the dusky Tupi-Guarrani warriors. The 
men came up to the potion singing and 
dancing, and when they received their 
half gourd nt was emptied at a single 
draught. They came into each village, 
finding it a wet town, but they left it 
“dry” because they continued there as long 
as a drop of the liquor remained. Then 
they moved on to the next town and so 
on until there was no more to drink. De 
Lery. one of the early urission- 
aries to Brazil, witnessed one of these 
demoralizing orgies which tasted three 
days and three nights. But I must not 
forget that the capacity for man to abuse 
God's good gifts is not found alone among 
the beathen.

quite dry. This kin drying“ drives 
off every poisonous quality and leaves the 
mandioca or cassava in an edible state. 
But what of the potsonous liquid? This 
is most carefully placed in large shallow 
pans, and in a short time it will precipi 
tate a gum or starch, which is the tapioca 
of commerce, which is altogether devoid 
of poison. Tapioca forms an important
